Meath and an uncle of the present Lord 
Plunket. The clerical tradition is in this 
branch of the Plunket family; for the 
4th Baron Plunket, father of Bishop 
Plunket, was a famous Archbishop of 
Dublin. The name “ Plunket’’ or 
“ Plunkett ” is one which is borne by 
several notable families in Ireland. As 
well as Lord Plunket and Bishop Plunket, 


Lord -Dunsany, Lord Fingall and Lord dramatist, seems to have inherited the 


Louth bear it as their family name. The 
three last-named peers spell their name 
“ Plunkett,” as does also Count Plunkett. 
This was onee reckoned to be the Catholic 
methed of spelling the name, as opposed 
to the Protestant method, but this does 
not hold; dor-though Lord Fingall and 
Lord Louth are Catholic peers, Lord Dan- 
sany is. not... However spelt, it ts a name 
to be-proud of in this country; for the 
members of it have been prominent in 
all spheres of activity in Ireland; and, 
if the “‘Plunkets ’’ have had prominent 
Churchmen on the Church of Ireland side, 
the ‘‘Plunketts ” have had the Blessed 
Oliver Plunkett on the Catholic side. 


Ghe Fitzwilliams 


So much for the Plunket family, of 
which Lady Milton was one of the younger 
members. I say “ was ” for she is now 
one of the Fitzwilliam clan, a family 
which has also had a long connection with 
Ireland which the marriage of Lord Milton 
has served to make still closer, Though 
originally a Yorkshire family, the founda- 
tions of the family fortune were laid in 
Ireland by a Sir William Fitzwilliam, who 
became Lord Deputy of Ireland in 1571. 
He held the post until 1575, and was re- 
appointed in 1588 for another six years, 
until 1594, having acquired large estates 
at Coollattin; in County Wicklow, which: 
are still held in the family. During his 
term of office. Sir William became a com- 
paratively wealthy man, and his grandson 
was made a baron of the Peerage of 
Treland sm 1620, with the title of Baron 
Fitzwilliams The third baron was made 
a Viscount and an Earl in 1716, also in 
the Irish peerage, and the’ third Earl, 
who married Anna, daughter of the 
Marquis of Rockingham, was made Earl 
of the United Kingdom in 174, By this 
marriage large estates were brought into 
the Fitzwilliam family, as well as Went- 
worth Woodhouse, Lord Fitzwilliam’s chief 
residence. This union made Lord Fitz- 
william one of the most extensive land- 
owners in England and Ireland; and the 
present Earl is reckoned to be one of the 
wealthiest members of the peerage. 

The estates have always been well 
administered and the wealth of the family 
has been conserved. The present peer 
registered the estates of the family as a 
company within the past two years, of 
which company he and Lord Milton are 
directors. Lord Fitzwilliam is an excel- 
lent business man, and Lord Milton, too, 
has had experience in an insurance office 
in Yorkshire which he finds useful in 
administering the family properties, 


Wentworth W ood house 


The principal Fitzwilliam residence, 
Wentworth Woodhouse, is the longest, 
though not the largest, private residence 
in England, and is one of those stately 
homes of England which only the very 
wealthiest of people, such as the Fitz- 
williams, can afford to keep up. It is not 
the oldest of the family homes; for Milton 
Hall, in Yorkshire, has been in the family 
since 1500—over four centuries. Went- 
worth Woodhouse is so large, however, 
that it is said that none of its owners 
has ever had time to see all of its apart- 
ments. There is a story told cf one Ear! 
Fitzwilliam whose wife urged him to learn 
something of his vast household. He knew 
nothing of the basement regions, and 
started his investigations there. For a

Mr. Victor Waddington has made an 
admirable choice. is first show con- 

sists of over sixty woodents in colour by 
Bresslern-Roth. It is certain to attract a 
wide clientele to the Gallery, 28 South Anne 
street, Dublin.

Madame Norvertine von Bresslern 
Roth is justly renowned wherever woodcut 
is admired Of recent years woodcuts seem 
to have come into fave ir on the breast of a 
tide created by the sheer excellence of the 
devotees of this urt. . Elyse Lord, J. B 
Smith, Debucourt, Hiru; ige, and ethers— 
and not the least Brosslern-Roth—by their 
meritorious work have retained for the wood- 
cut a level in art culture that otherwise its 
technical timitations might have denied fh. 

The high artistic value of Bresslern- Roth's 
work is fully demonstrated in the exhibition 
at the Waddington Galleries. Animal lovers 
will be as delighted with her work as she seems 
to have been with the animals, It might be 
a hint to our own people to remind them 
that this artist found many cf her wild 
creatures in the ‘Zoos.’’ There she spent 
long studious hours. Madame von Bresslern-

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LECTURE AT DUBLIN

a member of the Rotary Club of 

that city, gave the members of the 
Dublin Rotary Club yesterday, iv the Metro- 
pele Restaurant, an interesting address on 
the many features of similarity between the 
people of Holland and the people of Ireland, 
although they knew so little of each other, 

Mr F. Keith Eason (president) was in the 
chair. 

Mr. Waltman, who spoke in excellent 
English, said that he hoped to awaken and 
establish interest in Hollana, and he assured 
his hearers that on his return home he would 
give account of Ireland. He told how the 
use of the word “Dutch " had crept into the 
English vocabulary: euch Speers as 
“ Putch courage,” the man’s allusion to his 
wife as “ my old Dutch " and when one mis- 
understood what was spoken of he said, “I 
give it up; that’s Dutch to me,” ete. All 
these expressions, he said, did not enter the 
English language by mistake, and he was 
sure that tas was some good reason for 
their adoption; but the Dutchman of to-day 
is quite a different person from the Dutch- 
men who existed when English-speaking 

eople adopted those expressions. The 

Jutchman, he said, is not less courageous, 
less real and sincere than the people of other 
nations. The Dutchman is a hard-working, 
industrious, reliable sort. of chap, who hates 
to offend anyone, and all he wants is a little 
patch of country of his own to. grow his own 
crops. 


A GREAT PEOPLE 


He had not. come here to brag about his 
little country; alt he wanted to do was to 
make it quite clear that Holland has its own 
tiaditions; that it is inhabited by a friendly, 
peace-loving tha people to whom 
Rembrandt, the great sa belonged; a 
people that has recorded marvellous victories 
over the sea; a people that has -produced 
great architects and engineers; a people that 
would also like to know a little more about 
Ireland, and he would do his best to tell 
them that; and he would also tell them of 
the charms of this country if they would 
agen to help poor Holland and the Dutch 
xy telling their friends that they are not 
really so bad as all the expressions in the 
English language would make one think. He 
would tell his pres of the embarrassing 
hospitality of the people of Dublin, and 
would try to imbue them with the beautiful 
sentiment and romance and progress of 
lreland. .

‘The figures in the statement of accounts 
which has been submitted to you present a 
few features of interest, to which I may 
briefly allude. A comparison with the figures. 
for the corresponding date in 1933 shows that 
there has been a falling off of £345,000 in the 
deposit and current accounts, and an increase 
of about £260,000 in the advances. These 
changes vaturally entailed our again encroach- 
ing to some extent on the bank's liquid 
assets, which now stand under the heads ¢f 
cash and investments at £6,456,571, as shown 
on the assets side of the balance sheet, and 
bear the ratio of over 56 per cent, to our 
total liabilities to the public. The profit and 
loss account shows net earnings for the half- 
year at £42,482, which is about £2,200 less 
than those for the corresponding half-year, in 
1933. The result of the half-yeat’s working 
allows us to make allocations in respect of 
dividend, bank premises, and reserve fond 
similar to those made in the previous year, 
and to carry forward to next account a 
balance of, say, £27,800, as compared with 
about £30,000 a year ago. 

“You may remember that in December, 
1931, when the reserve fund stood at 
£700,000, the directors, haying regard to the 
uncertain outlook at that time, deemed it 

rudent to transfer £100,000 from the reserve 
ad to special reserve for contingencies, and 
that they subsequently applied that special 
reserve towards Ag TY“ the provision 
for bad and doubtful debts. Each year eince 
then the directors have been alive to the 
desirability of making good that encroach- 
ment on the reserve fund within a reason- 
able time, and accordingly have applied 
£20,000 each year towards restoring the fund 
to the £700,000 level. It now stands at 
£670,000, and it is anticipated that within 
a short time the level indicated will be 
reached. In view of the general conditions 
now prevailing, we may regard the year’s 
record as fairly satisfactory, and we trust 
that the bank’s earning power will be main- 
tained without further serious diminution. 
A reduction of two per cent. in our annual 
rate of dividend had to be effected in 1982, 
and this reduction has remained in force up 
to the present. We can only hope that the 
heavy burden of taxation which we have had 
to bear of late years will be lightened in the 
near future. In the meantime, the efforts 
of the directors and staff to further the 
bank’s prosperity will not be relaxed, and we 
take this. opportanity to tender our thanks 
to all the officials of the bank who have 
worked loyally and efficiently in its interests 
during the past year.

Trade with Germany 


In less than a month President de 
Valera’s Government h.s concluded two 
trade agreements of notable importance. 
There was, first, the ‘‘ coal-cattle ”’ 
with Great’ Britain, and now comes 
that a trading. treaty between the Free 
State and Germany has been signed. The 
new agreement represents a substantial 
gain for the Free State, inasmuch as it 
goes a fair distance to rectify the heavy 
adverse balance which hitherto has 
characterised her dealings with Germany. 
Within recent years she has bought from 
Germany, on an average, fourteen times 
as much as Germany has boaght from 
her. Henceforward, the ratio of her pur- 
chases to her sales will be not as fourteen 
to one, but as three to one. In other 
words, for every three pounds’ worth of 
goods that Saorstát Kireann buys from 
Germany, Germany will accept 
pound’s worth from her. Since no 
details of the arrangement have been 
announced as yet, it is impossible to tell 
precisely how the ratio will be affected 
by the rate of exchange, which at present 
is substantially in Germany’s favour; 
but, on any system of reckoning, the Free 
State has improved her position vis a vis 
Germany, and we must congratulate the 
negotiators. The Free State’s principal 
articles of export luring the coming year 
will be eggs, butter, cattle, wool, hides 
and skins, and their combined value will 
amount to roughly half a million pounds, 
if not more. Germany hopes that. her 
sales to the Saorstát will remain near the 
level which they reached last year—in the 
neighbourhood of £2,500,000—but they 
will depend entirely on the extent of her 
purchases from the Saorstát. Whatever 
loss she will sustain by the closing of the 
Free State market against foreign coal 
under the recent pact with Great Britain 
will be made good, presumably, by in- 
creased purchases of other 
wares. 

To establish on paper a ratio of exports 
to imports is easy enough; to maintain 
that ratio in practice will be less easy. 
The text of the agreement does not in- 
dicate how the problem will be solved; 
but, since no official denial has been made 
of the comprehensive forecast which this 
newspaper published yesterday, we may 
presume that the system announced in 
that forecast will be adopted. A joint 
committee of Irish and German represén- 
tatives will be constituted to administer 
the interchange, and to ensure that the 
ratio will be maintained. If the ratio 
shall have proved its feasibility towards 
the end of this year, the agreement may 
be repeated for next year—or, conceiv- 
ably, another ratio will be arranged. 
There is no reason at present to anticipate 
obstacles to the scheme’s success. From 
an objective point of view, it benefits 
Germany, who will retain a very favour- 
able balance on the Free State market ; 
but, in comparison with the Saorstdt’s 
present relations with Germany, it marks

Tea 


The inquiring spirit of man finds expres- 
sion in many forms, and at the moment 
it is investigating, with other things, 
the origin of tea-drinking. - Correspon- 
dents to The Times have been putting 
forward their views on the subject, and, 
perhaps, in due course they may help to 
reveal by what stages the drinking of tea 
reached its present and, perhaps, final 
form. On the other hand, their in- 
quiries may be in vain ; for the origin even 
of the simplest customs is a mystery, and 
we can only guess at the reasons which 
gave rise to them. Charles Lamb has 
told us of the origin of roast pork, anc 
his simple theory may be as good as any 
other. It may be, indeed, that the 
delights which we take so much as a 
matter of course were the result of pure 
accident. | Tobacco-smoking may have 
started its long and pleasant history 
through some hardy pioneer who, unsatis- 
fied with the result of chewing or eating 
the weed, set fire to his supply in a fit 
of pique, and immediately discovered the 
secret of its true virtue. So, too, with 
tea. like many other good things, it 
owes its origin to China, but who can 
tell by what strange and tortuous ways it 
has travelled before assuming its present 
form? Perhaps, it was only after many 
centuries that the Eastern connoisseurs 
found a greater merit in the dried, than 
in the green, leaf, and even then they may 
have spent additional centuries in eating 
it, smoking it, or seasoning their food with 
it, before some lucky man earned the 
world’s thanks by putting a handful into 
a little pot and pouring boiling water on 
it. The custom may not be so old as we 
imagine ; for we are told that, even in the 
seventeenth century, although the wiser 
Chinese already had discovered the true 
method, ‘‘the Japeneses . . . beat the Tea 
to a powder, then they put it into boyling 
water and swallow it altogether.’’ We owe 
much to the unnamed men who discovered 
such things as tea-drinking, and, indeed, 
their innocent contributions to progress 
are more worthy of memorials than the 
feats of many generals and politicians 
whose statues fill our towns. 
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A vulgar error has been unmasked at 
the Queensland Museum of Brisbane, 
where the Director, after a series of experi- 
ments, has shown that shakes are com- 
pletely insensitive to music. Reptile after 
reptile was serenaded, wrapped in soft 
Lydian airs, and, perhaps, for all we 
know, even obliged to listen in to ine 
clamours of “hot jazz,” but every one 
adopted the attitude of surly refusal to co- 
operate, made famous by the adder in the 
Psalms.

ROYAL DUBLIN 
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RECITAL BY FRANK 
MANNHEIMER

American celebrities in the musical world 


are such infrequent visitors to this country 
that that fact alone might have been respon- 


sible for the big andience at the recital 
given by Mr. Frank Mannheimer in the 


Members’ Hall of the Royal Dublin Society. 
Ballsbridge. But though American born. Mr. 
Mannheimer pursued his studies mostly on 
the Continent in Berlin, Paris and London. 
His studies were interrupted by the world 
war, but were resumed after its conclusion. 
and since then this player has been winning 
a big reputation as a pianist. That this is 
well merited was demonstrated in his playing 
yesterday of a programme that was almost 
in the main devoted to the old masters, not: 
withstanding that Mr. Mannheimer has been 
hailed as the champion of modern music in 
many capitals of Europe. His opening group 
were two preludes and fugues by Bach, which 
were treated with firmness and breadth. In 
the Thirty-two Variations in C minor by 
Beethoven, the piamist had a wide field in 
which to display both his technique and in- 
terpretative powers, and he gave a very in- 
teresting reading of this composition which 
dates from the same period that saw the 
Fourth Symphony and the Violin Concerto. 
The variations were well brought out, and 
generally there was the rich warmth of tone 
one expects in Beethoven. 

_ In the Haydn Sonata which followed—that 
in K flat in three moverents—the opening 
allegro seemed unduly hesvy in texture, but 
the succeeding movements were beautifully 
treated, especially the concluding Presto, 
which had a lovely sparkle in its delicate 
lines. 

Most interesting, too, was the pianist’s 
presentation of the lengthy Kreisleriana of 
Schumann— that fanciful ‘creation which the 
composer dedicated to ‘his friend Chopin.”’ 
As a show piece the Blanchet composition, 
entitled *‘ Tocsin, 3rd August, 1914,” was in. 
teresting both as a piece ot descriptive writ- 
ing and capable playmg. The pianist brought 
out the mood well, particularly the ominous 
warning hammered out in the bass like re- 
lentless fate.

THE ABBEY THEATRE 
“JITTA’S ATONEMENT ” 


‘* Jitta’s Atonement’’ is a very odd play. 
It was adapted from a play of 8. Trebitsch 
by George Berard Shaw, and anyone who is 
not acquainted with the original can pass 
an interesting, if rather mystifying, evening 
by trying to imagine what it must have been 
like before Mr. Shaw got to work on it. 
In its present form, it is a curious blend 
of Edwardian sentiment and Shavian matter- 
of-factness, with the former quality pre- 
dominating nearly all the time, until senti- 
ment is quickly and surprisingly routed a 
few minutes before the final curtain falls. 
For the first two and a half acts, “ Jitta’s 
Atonement "’ treads on familiar ground. 
Jitta herself is one of the angles in the 
eternal triangle, and her lover’s sudden death 
brings out in her all the proper scruples. 
Remorse for her own deceit, and compunc 
tion for*the widow and child of the dead 
man, are uppermost, and her misgivings, 
theories on the nature of love, and attempts 
to idealise the situation take up most of the 
time on the stage, Nothing very new is 
said and nothing very much is learned by 
the audience, until one begins to feel that 
the solution, when it cothes, will not be a 
matter of any great importance. At this 
point, however, the play becomes suddenly 
and brilliantly Shavian. Jitta’s high ideals 
are exposed as a sentimental attitude, 
epigrams and paradoxes fly around, and the 
whole plot is turned inside out almost before 
the audience is aware of what is happening. 
Is this remarkable climax due to Herr 
Trebitsch, or can it be that Mr. Shaw could 
not resist a temptation to prick the balloon? 
_ At all events, the play is worth seeing for 
its third act, and certainly it is in this act 
that the company shows to its best advantage 
John Stephenson, .in particular, was \ery 
«ood, though, indeed, his acting all through 
the play was excellent Deirdre McDonagh 
was satisfactory as Jitta, though not inspired 
—perhaps, however, the unconvincing nature 
of Jitta’s character would defy the interpre- 
tation of any actress. Elizabeth Young, as 
the stricken widow, and Edith Thompson, as 
her daughter, gave quite good performances, 
and Laurence Elyan made a brief but effective 
appearance as Bruno Haldenstedt, the cause 
of all the trouble. The other members of the 
cast were Margot Marlyn, Geraldine Mitchel, 
and John Irwin.

It will be noted that the official state- 
ment. makes no reference to a number of 
matters upon which the public would like 
further information. hese will, no 
doubt. be disclosed when the Notes which 
have been exchanged, and which it is 
expected will be laid on the table of the 
Oireachtas, are published and subsequently 
debated in the Dail and Senate.

Hauptmann's self-possession enabled 
him to score off counsel with a laugh. 

“ How much money had you in Europe 
in 192317 ' asked counsel. 

“ Billions,’’ replied Hauptmann. 

“ Billions! ” echoed counsel, in wonder- 
ment. 

‘‘Billions,’’ repeated Hauptmann. “It 
was the inflation period in Germany.”’ 

The Court tittered, and the Judge 
threatened to clear the room. 

Hauptmann eventually specified that 
when he entered the United States he had 
a hundred dollars. A few years later, in 
1929, he was worth nine or ten thousand 
dollars. 

‘“T saved my money,” he reiterated,

Hauptmann denied that Re felt elated 
and laughed when he _ discovered the 
14,000-dollar ransom bills in a box belong- 
ing to Isidor Fisch in his house. He did 
not tell his wife.

Despite the objection of the defence, 
Mr. Willentz introduced as evidence a 
German-American dictionary, allegedly 
studied by Hauptmann in jail. Prosecutor 
asserted that the prisoner* had learned to 
spell certain English words after his 
arrest. 

Hauptmann denied‘ a habit of transpos- 
ing the letters ‘“‘g’’ and ‘‘n,’’ where- 
upon Mr. Willentz thrust into his hands 
a ledger in which he had kept a record of 
his stock exchange transactions. The 
word “ Wright’’ was spelt ‘* Wrihgt.”’ 

Pointing dramatically .to one of the 
ransom notes, Mr. Willentz displayed the 
word “fight” spelt “ rihgt.”’

WINTER’S HEAVY. 
TOLL 
FORTY.SEVEN LOST 
IN FLOODS

ORTY-SEVEN persons are known to 
have perished in the floods in the 
Mississippi Valley, but it is impossible 
at present to estimate the total death roll 
with any accuracy. 

The water is still rising in the east and 
south of Missouri, though to the north 
the floods have passed their peak. 

The relief problem is acute, as thousands 
of people are homeless. The Red Cross, 
who are working heroically and under 
great difficulties, estimate that 75 per cent. 
of the live-stock of the valley region has 
been lost. 

The work of rescuing families from the 
flood areas in British Columbia and feed. 
ing and housing them is now in full swing. 
Sixteen lives were lost last week in the 
floods in the province. 

The digging out of snowbound railway 
trains and the reconstructing of de- 
molished telegraph lines has been pro 
ceeding steadily. i 

Aeroplanes continue to drop food sup 
plies to the communities which are 
marooned in snowdrifts and floods. 


“ONE BELOW ” IN NEW 
YORK 
New York City had its first experience 


at 6 o'clock yesterday morning, when the 
mercury fell to “one below." 

Horses and army lorries have been 
requisitioned by the authorities to carry 
coffee and food to the men clearing snow 
and ice from the streets.. Nearly 4,000 
ploughs, tractors and other pieces of 
apparatus are being used. 

Two persons died from the cold in New 
York City and three in Philadelphia 
during the week-end, says Reuter. 

Six lives were lost at Greenwood Lake, 
Orange County, New York, through huge 
snowdrifts, which prevented firemen from 
reaching a burning house. The dead were 
the owners of the house, a young couple, 
and a New York policeman and his wife 
and family, who were their guests.

Italy, the “ land of sunshine,”’ is having 
the coldest winter for many years, and 
Romans are shivering in a temperature 
which at times has reached 13 degrees 
below zero.

MR. J. H. THOMAS ON THE

In the House of Commons yesterday, 
Mr. J. H. Thomas (Dominions Secretarv), 
replying to Mr. W. Lunn (Labour), said 
that it was anticipated, as a result of the 
understanding reached with the Irish Free 
State with regard to coal and cattle during 
1935, the increase in coal exports from 
Great Britain to the Irish Free State would 
amount to 14 million tons, representing the 
full employment of about 5,000 miners. 
There was no need to issue a White Paper. 
There is no new treaty, he added. This 
was an informal understanding, and I 
have explained its full purport. 

Mr. P. J. H. Hannon (Conservative) 
asked if any extension of this understand- 
ing was contemplated, and whether there 
was hope that, in the near future, better 
relations would prevail between the Irish 
Free State and Great Britain. 

The Speaker, however, intervened. 

Major Ross (Conservative, Londonderry) 
—If we are threatened with any more of 
these informal understandings, will the 
House. be given information before they 
are concluded ? 

Mr. J. H. Thomas replied that he did 
not think the word ‘ threatened '' under- 
standing was in accord with the general 
opinion of the House. This was an 
arrangement satisfactory to both sides, 
and of benefit to Great Britain. If it 
could be extended the Government would 
welcome it, and, if it should lead to the 
settlement of the wider and bigger poli- 
tical issues, al! sections would welcome it.

VIOLENT ABUSE OF

WO unusual incidents enlivened the 
debate on a supplementary estimate 
for the Unemployment Assistance Board 
in the House of Commons last night. The 
first was a violent personal attack on the 
Prime Minister by Mr. G. Buchanan, the 
Labour member for Gorbals, and the 
second was a scene of interruption and dis- 
order created in the Strangers’ Gallery by 
some twenty young men and women, whose 
removal delayed the business of the 
House for at least five minutes. 

In the course of his attack on the Prime 
Minister, Mr. Buchanan said:—‘* The 
Prime Minister gained strength and grew 
into power on the pennies and ha’pennies 
of the people he is now robbing. He got 
into Parliament fighting for the unem- 
ployed, and to-day, when he has climbed 
into wealth, power and position, he does 
not even deign to attend the House when 
this great human issue is before us. 
Mountebank that he is, he might have 
done them the courtesy of looking in and 
hearing that the people who made him were 
suffering. 

‘*T have called him a mountebank. He 
is worse. He is a swine. He is a low, 
dirty cur, who ought to be flung out of 
public life and horsewhipped out of it. 
He is the head of a Government that is 
doing these things to my folk, who are as 
good as he is. He knows that he is doing 
it. But he is a coward, and he won t come 
here. He sneaks away. 

“ He might die honoured and privileged 
in the end, but when he passes out he will 
be cursed, and deservedly so, by thousands, 
nay millions, of decent, kindly souls who 
ón these winter nights in my native land 
suffer as nobody can tell.”

In the latter part of the debate there 
were rumours that some sort of demon- 
stration was in prospect, and these 
rumours were justified during the speech 
of Mr. Neil Maclean, the Labour member 
for Govan.

‘‘ Hear, hear” She was warned by one 
of the attendants, but within a moment 
another wotaan'’s voice exclaimed ‘‘ Down 
with the Unemployment Act,” “ Smash 
the National Government.’’

In an editorial article to-day The Times 
observes:—The Commissioner for the 
special areas of England and Wales (Mr 
P. M. Stewart) gave an outline yester- 
day of his plan of help. It is a siin ple 
and practical plan, and almost who!ly 
according to expectation. The Com- 
missioner has a large and yet: limited 
task. Those who desired to see a sort of 
dictator, who would do a succession of 
wholly wonderful things, who would start 
new industries and at the same time dis- 
cover markets for ‘their products, so that 
the distressed areas should at once abound 
with prosperity, found fault at the first 
with. the scope of the Commissioner’s 
powers. They will, no doubt, renew their 
fault-finding now that his preliminary 
programme is published. The Com- 
missioner’s powers do not permit him to 
supersede either local au..crit' 3 or 
Government departments, or rid them of 
their responsibilities to 1 distressed 
areas and the people in them. 

Only a fraction of the Goverriment’s 
resources have been vested in the Com- 
missioner, adds The Times, and the busi- 
ness of attracting new industries to the 
distressed areas is one in which the 
Government have a definite interest and 
responsibility. Many suggestions have 
been made, and the country does not vet 
know the Government's considered judg- 
ment upon them. For the younger 
section of the population in the distressed 
areas the generally accepted remedy is 
transfer to areas of employment, leaving 
behind a relatively elderly and _ less 
efficient remainder to bear the burdens of 
the future. Transfer there must be, but 
if carried beyond a certain point transfer 
will leave a waste of social capital and a 
legacv of future liabilities which will add 
to the difficulties of local industrial 
recovery. When the social and economic 
consequences of industrial decay are se 
tragic the possibilities of some direction 
of industrial development cannot be dis. 
missed from consideration merely because 
of the inherently creat difficulties of wise 
action.

N the Court of ms here to-day, before 
Lord Justice Andrews and Lord Justice 
Best, é was an appeal in the action 

heard last’ November, in which an unusual 

defence was raised that the plaintiff had 


agreed ta accept prayers in payment for 
services k Seol by bun as architect in the 
erection of a convent for the Cross and 
Passion Otder. 

The aintiff, Thomas J. O'Neill, C.E., 
Whitehall, Ballycastle, claimed £1,105 3s. for 


services reidered in connection with the erec- 
tion. of aconVent at Ballycastle, and the 
defendants..weré the Very Rev. Bernard 
Canon Mugphy, P.P., V.¥.,. Ballycastle (who 
died befordé:the trial); the Rev. Mother Mary 
J. Kane, Mother-General of the Cross and 
Passion , Bolton, Lancs., and the Rev. 
Mother Catheriné G. Conlan, Mother Superior 
of. Cross. Passion Convent, Ballycastle, 
Co, Antrim, 

The trial lJasted two days before the Lord 
Chief Justice, who, on the findings of the 
special jury, refused to enter judgment. 

Both sides now asked for judgment, or, in 
the alternative, a new trial. 

Mr. E. 8. Murphy, K.C., M.P., for the 
plaintiff, said that there were originally three 
defendants, but the first-named, Canon 
Murphy, died on August 25, 1934, shortly 
before the trial in November. The case came 
before the Lord Chief Justice and a special 
jury on November 21 and 22, and on the 
hadings of the jury the Lord Chief Justice 
did not enter judgment. 

On December 1 the plaintiff moved for 
judgment, or, in the alternative, for a new 
trial, and on December 4 the defendants 
moved also for judgment.  Plaintiff’s claim 
was for work done as an architect in connec- 
tion with the erection of a convent for the 
Cross and Passion Order at Ballycastle. It 
was not an ordinary action or the usual 
defence; for the ty. aleve admitted ‘that 
the work was done, and, therefore, no ques- 
tion arose as to amount. 


£200 AND PRAYERS 


One of the defences was that of the moneys 
relating to the new convent the plaintiff 
received from the Rev. Canon Murphy at 
various dates £250, and on the conclusion 
of the work the plaintiff and the defendants 
agreed between them that the defendants, the 
Cross and Passion Order, should perform 
certain services: for the benefit of the plaintiff 
and his family; and that the plaintiff should 
accept performance of those services, together 
with the sum of £200, in satisfaction of his 
claim. 

Those services were in a general way the 
offering up of prayers, and the defendants 
pleaded that they had performed those ser- 
vices. The prayers were to be continued in 
perpetuum. 

The plaintiff pleaded undue influence of 
Canon Murphy, and that there was no con- 
sideration for the agreement. 

Mr. McGonigal said that Canon Murphy 
was trying to save O'Neill, who was subject 
to a Local Government Board inquiry. 
Submitting that prayers did not constitute 
a consideration, counsel said that such a 
thing had never come before a Court in the 
United Kingdom. Was it really seriously to 
be argued that the spiritual interests of two 
deceased persons could be advanced as a bar 
to the payment of a debt admitfed to be 
legally due. 


AN ORDINARY CONTRACT 


Mr. McGonigal, K.C., submitted, on behalf 
of the defendants, that they were entitled to 
judgment in the action. It was an ordinary 
common law action based on a contract. 
Canon Murphy was sued as agent for the 
other defendants; but the jury had found he 
was*a principal Tlie deiéndants said that 
the plaintiff had abandoned: his fees on a 
promise of prayers, and they said that was 
a good consideration. There was no evidence 
if there was undue infiuence. The plaintiff, 
a public official, with a brother a bank 
manager, fo whom he had gone for advice, 
suggested that he had been under undue 
influence. There was no case in the books 
of a man with all his wits about him carrying 
on his business in the world without a sugges- 
tion that he was mentally weak, a man able 
to build a £23,000 convent, being under such 
undue influence. 


THE PLEADINGS 


He held that plaintiff should be held by his 
pleadings, and he, therefore, askedgtheir Jord- 
ships to say. that plaintiff could not rely upon 
it now as an answer to the statute, because 
they had not, pleaded it. 
Lord Justice Best—You do not suggest that 
a priest has no influence over persons that go 
to him? 
Mr. McGonigal said that he would not deny 
that for a moment, If the plaintiff nad Father 
Murphy were in the position of devotee and 
priest he would agree at once, but that was 
not the position. There was no evidence that 
plaintiff had ever gone to Father Murphy for 
‘spiritual advice, and he was not a 
parishioner of Father Murpay’s. Apart from 
the prayers, counsel said that plaintiff had 
received, including the money in court, if he 
would take it, about £900, or three per cent. 
on a £50,000 contract. ‘He ventured to say 
that any architect in Belfast would jump at 
it. But suppose it was spiritual advantages, 
was it not what any clergyman would say, 
that all converned in the erection of the build. 
ing would have spiritual benefit from it? 
Take the Cathedral) in Donegall street; a 
clergyman might say something like that to 
those engaged at it. 

Lord Justice Best—Are talking about 
the Church of Ireland cathedral? 

Mr. McGonigal—Yes. 

Lord Justice Best—If the architect there 
was told that spiritual advantages were all 
he could expect you might send for a doctor 
for him—he might faint. 

Mr. McGonigal said that any clergyman 
might say that spiritual advantages would 
follow. It was not suggested at the time the 
letter was written that one word was’ said 
to Mr. O'Neill that could influence him in 
the slightest degree. , 

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court rose.

T= question of India was a complex 


and vital one, and those residing in 
Northern Ireland were better able to 
grasp it than an ordinary English audience, 
said Sir Michael O'Dwyer, K.C.S.I., who 
took part with the Marquess of Dufferin in 
a debate in Belfast last night on ‘‘ The White 
taper on India.”’ 

No part of the United Kingdom had 


done more to build up and maintain the 


Empire in India than Northérn Ireland, 
where they were familiar with many of the 
issues that arose, said Sir Michael. They 


knew something of the value of safeguards 
in a treaty. They had seen something of 
the rapid growth of Republicanism and Com- 
munism, and the rapid landslide in the Free 
State frem prosperity towards economic ruin. 
He was opposed. to the new Indian Bill, 
because it thieatened India with all these 
evils which they saw in the adjoining Free 
State. He stood by the Act of 1919. There 
were two cardinal provisions in 
that Act. One pledged Parliament to 
the gradual development of self- 
government in India by — successive 
stages. Another provision was that Parlia- 
ment should judge the time and manner in 
which all. these stagés should be carried out, 
because it was responsible for the welfare 
and defence of the people of India. 


92 PER CENT. ILLITERATE 


They must remember that 92 per cent. of 
the Indian population was quite illiterate. 
Ninety per cent. lived in villages separated 
from the urban agitators, and did not desire 
the vote. 

They knew the difficulties in Ireland, with 
two races and two religions, to weld the 
country into a common political system, but 
in India there was every race and religion 
known to Europe and Asia and twenty-two 
different languages. 

Wherever British control had been relaxed 
the position of the Indian people had become 
worse. Under the new Indian bill Britain 
was to give up the civil administration in the 
psovinces and only retain the powers of the 
Governor-General and Governors of Provinces. 
buí these would have no machinery. to 
exercise these powers. Even if they had 
control of the Army they could not administer 
a country by an army. 

The aim of the small and noisy Congress 
Party was to drive the British out of India, 
achieve complete independence, and, it was 
even suggested, repudiate the National Debt. 
The movement was financed by the Indian 
rivals to the Lancashire cotton trade. He 
predicted that the new bill would be fought 
clause by clause, and when it emerged from 
Westminster—if it did emerge at all—it would 
be a very different bill. 


: PARADOXICAL 

The Marquess of Dufferin said that Sir 
Michael 0 Dwyer had himself put forward a 
scheme of government for India, with self- 
government for eleven provinces, and the 
central Government to remain as at present. 
He thought it was rather paradoxical that he 
should now oppose a scheme of Indian federa- 
tion with the co-operation of the Indian 
Princes. Everyone, he. thought, was agreed 
that there should be a further step in India 
towards self-government. The central power 
under the new scheme was not going to be 
transferred, but would be able to interfere 
in any province where there was misgovern- 
ment. : 
Speaking in Ulster, of course, one must 
bring in the Free State somehow. A compari- 
son between Lreland and India was so [alse 
that: it was a point barely worth making. 
The South of Ireland in the Treaty- had no 
saleguards, except safeguards depending 
entirely upon the goodwill of the people with

The Lord Chief Justice of Northern Ireland 
(Sir Witham Moore, Bart.) has appointed 
Mr. R. Norman McNeill. M.P., barrister-at- 
law, to be an Assistant Chief Clerk in the 
Supreme Court of Judicature of Northern 
Ireland, to fill the vacaney created by the 
death of Mr. A. J. Weir. 

Mr. MeNeill has had a distinguished Uni- 
versity career. He is a graduate of Queen’s 
University, Belfast. anil holds the 
degree of LL.B. While at the University he 
was a classical scholar and an English and 
law prizeman. He is a former President of 
the Literary and Scientific Society Mr. 
McNeill was called to the Bar with honours 
in Michaelmas, 1915. Durine the Great War 
he served as Actang Captain in the King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers, and served from 
1915-1919. -He is Junior Crown Prosecutor 
for the City and County of Londonderry. 

Mr. McNeill represents Quceen’s University 
in the Northern Parliament. He was elected 
as a teachers’ representative in 1929, and 
was re-elected without opposition at the. last 
election. His appointment to the Supreme 
Court will necessitate a vacancy in the repre- 
sentation of Queen’s University. 
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
